comment a *6 county seat was the recep- 
tion accord / Hon. Robert M, Yardley and 
District Attorney John 0. Swartley by the 
managers of the political meeting held at 
Uewportville on Saturday last. 
It would 


be difficult to conceive of a more gross 
breach of etiquette than was commitled 
by the managers of that affair. The gen- 
tlemen named had been invited by the sec- 
retary of the Bristol Township Club to 
address the meeting, and were the guests 
of the secretary while in the township. 
The invitation to speak had been accepted 
and announcement was made in the papers 
of the county that Mr. Yardley and Mr. 
Swartley had consented to address the 
club. 
Therefore the embarrassment of 


their host may be imagined when he was 
informed that neither of the genltemen 
would be permitted to speak. The insult 
made little difference to the Doylestown 
men, 
but they were exceedingly sorry for 


the position in which their host had been 
placed. There was ample opportunity for 
those opposed to their appearance to have 
made known their objections before the 
matter had gone so far. Neither Mr. 
Yardley nor Mr. Swartley sought thejinvi- 
tation, but accepted it because they de- 
sired to show that they were willing to 
take any trouble in behalf of the national 
and county ticket. Knowing the feeling 
in the township among certain voters with 
regard to the Assembly matter they would 
have had the tact to say nothing offen- 
sive, and in fact were given to under- 
stand.that in case they would consent to 
address the meeting they would confer 
a favor upon its promoters. In view of 
these facts the treatment they received 
was of an exceedingly shabby character, 
especially so when the guests of a mem- 
ber of the club, and the affront was equal- 
ly insulting to the secretary, whose con- 
duct in the matter was in marked contrast 
to the churlish and ill-bred behavior of 
ithose who embairaaeed him. 
There were 


many people at the meeting who would 
have preferred infinitely to hear a sensible 
discussion of the issues of the campaign 
from the gentlemen from Doylestown 
rather than B'barrangue from the dema- 
gogue wha affected to emulate the late and 
distinguished Marc \ntony in such ridicu- 
lous fashion. Probably no citizen of the 
county is held in higher esteem than Mr. 
Yardley, and certainly no Republican has 
been more earnest in support of the princi- 
ples of the Republican party than he. 
Therefore, when he generously responded 
to the request to aid in making the meet- 
ing a success, and at a time sufficiently 
in advance to have cancelled the engage- 
ment in a manner consistent with polite 
usage, there would appear to be little 
excuse for the conduct of the men re- 
sponsible for the insult to him and his 
host. 


As election day approaches the Republi- 


can leadeis at the county seat are becom- 
ing more confirmed in their belief that 
Bucks county will give McKicIey a rousing 
majority. 
The Democrats on national 


ifisues have fired about all tho campaign 
ammunition they had in stock, and it ap- 
pears to have made little impression upon 
voters in this locality. Upon the other 
hand the local meetings of Republicans 
have been largely attraded, all classes 
and callings being reB^pnted.
